Sales of Public Lands 


The sales of land by the Govern- 


ment are rightly mentioned by the 
Financial Chronicle as evidence of the 
enormous development and growth of 
Western States and Territories. 
The 


sales amounted in the fiscal year 
1882 83 to 16,830,455 acres; the pre- 
vious year to 12,500,000, once before 
to 9,000,000, and in no other year ex- 
ceeded 8,600,000. The increase last 
year was mainly in Dakota, where 
6,698,595 acres were taken; in Nebras- 
ka 1,315,104 acres, in 
Minnesota 


1,292,969 acres, in Washington Terri- 
tory 763,779 acres, and in Oregon 
499,770 acres-—in the five States and 
Territories 10,561,217 acres, against 
7,073,168 tho previous year, and 
4,599,961 in the fiscal year 1881, when 
the total disposals were less than half 
as large as they were last year. Thus 
about three-quarters of the increase 
for two years, and more than half the 
total disposals (or three years, appear 
to have been in the regions directly 
affected by the opening of the North- 
ern Pacific.

enough for a Mississippi community 
to justify any proceedings.

Horrors of a Children 'B Home 
Mrs, Anna Schock, a "kind Chris- 


tian lady," was matron of a Children's 
Home near Chicago, and so ex- 
cessively cruel was she in her "Chiis- 
tian kindness" that she is now on trial 
in a criminal court upon a charge 
which is briefly described below, as 
condensed from the testimony of a 
Mr. Davis, a member of the Humane 
Society, who is the complaining wit- 
ness 
Mr. Davis was detailed by the 


Society to visit the Home and investi- 
gate, 
He says; "Entering by the 


basement door the first object I saw 
inside was a cow. This basement, I 
should say, was 20 by 35 feet. 
In 


this room with the cow I found thir- 
teen children, The smaller ones were 
huddled around the two stoves in the 
place, and the larger ones were hop- 
ping about on the floor to keep 
warm. The floor was horribly dirty 
with cow manure, hay and water, 
these children were very dirty and 
poorly clad, some of them being bare- 
footed and without any protection for 
their shivering limbs, Their bodies 
were covered with light, dirty, filthy 
clothing," I 


Corn meal mush and skimmed milk 


was the food used, the apartment 
was used for a cow stable and laundry 
and the children had been running 
through the manure and water until 
they were disgustingly filthy; their 
faces and hands were black with dirt, 
and insects were crawling over their 
heads and necks, 


The windows were broken out, the 


snow drifted in, and the children suf- 
fered terribly from the cold and ex- 
posure. In the front of the building 
were some elegantly furnished rooms 
where the matron lived, and her table 
was supplied with the best the market 
affords.

AH tho last slwsr bit the dust bucks 


and squaws, armed wilh knife and 
hatched sprang upon their proslrnlo 
finnr, aild lifter Jiirt uullliift out thtf 
tongue of the dying animal- -the lu'lad 
lirst to be secured--proceeded to finish 
this work of death, Ijoginning to re- 
move tho skin ore tho breath hnd loft 
the body. Whilo tho skinning was 
done carefully tuul skillfully, no system 
or method .seemed to bo used in Iho

solo idea being to gel meat, bones, and 
viscera in the smallest possible com- 
pass ready for removal to the Indian 
lepoes, where tho feasting would com- 
mence, ami 110 portion excepting the 
horns of tho nuimal does iho Indian 
reject for food.

"Millions of soldiers," 
says M.Lavolloo, slightly exaggerating, 
arc in arms at a more sign i'rom Bis- 
marck, Hnd tho soldiers aro at tho samo 
time, laborers, workmen, and trades- 
men, lit oilier1 to got a clear1 insight 
Into tho economic and irloral oondllloh 
of tlioso masses, who with thoir llfo 
blood pay for tho glory and prosperity 
of their country, tho author has com- 
pilod a largo storo of Information, 
which may bo summed up in tho 
following extract:

partly dim to Ihe low wages which aro 
paid hi Germany, but Io such misery 
as M. Liivolleo would make hl,s hearers 
believe ifl universal lluiy aro never ex- 
posed.

is known to the wool trftde of the 
country as tho leading authority in 
tbo United BtaUs on wool, its vari- 
eties, prices, supply and demand. 
Ho is the expert who furnished to 
Iho Trcauury Department thft stand, 
ard samples accoiding to which wool 
is cla«ed and uppraiaod in our cus- 
tom houees. To him, also, the Oen- 
stis Bureau intrusted tbe duty of ar- 
ranging and presenting lh« statistics 
concerning wool growing and wool 
manufacturing in this country for 
tho last census report. 


But that!« not all, Mr. Bond is a 


protootlonint ft»d a "Republican, find 
his opinions on the wool duty ought 
to be important. Mr. A, M. Gar- 
land, lately President of tho Ameri- 
can Wool Growers' Association, last 
spring asked Mr. Bond some ques- 
tions, to which ho rocotved a reply 
which he did not choose to make 
public.

Tbo high duties upon wool, wool- 


ons and upon Iron ivro very vulnera- 
ble polnta in our tarUr system, and 
are what tho people have cried out 
most largely sg&inst. Tho changos 
made are, as I have said, in the 
right, direction, but aro not sufficient 
to satisfy tho American people. 
They aro only a prelude to further 
reductions. Tho tariff has proved a 
blessing by developing wool growing 
over a largo section of the country 
wbcro it can bo grown nearly, if not 
quite, as cheaply as in any part of 
tbo world; so cheaply that it is im- 
possible for tho old States to com- 
pote with those now regions. Illi- 
nois, Indiana and Iowa have never, 
I believe, proved profitable wool 
growing SUtes, «nd tbe improved 
wools grown beyond tho Mississippi 
will answer tho purpose for' which 
tho wools of these States are adapt- 
ed. Ohio, West Pennsylvania and 
Michigan raise wools which have 
been very much needed by our man- 
ulaoturoraj but these States soom to 
be better adapted for mutton sheep, 
which can oaly b» profitably raised 
where tbe convcnlencea ior the care 
that this class of sheep riqnlro ex- 
ists. There seems lo bo no limits 
to tho demand'for goo;l mutton for 
homo consumption and exportation. 
Since tho exportation commenced the 
supply of cholow muttort in our mar- 
kot hits materially declined; I think 
that tho best sheep, of which we 
raise comparatively few, must be 
taken - for export. 
Merino sheep 


make very poor mutton, and as 
those form our principal supply, 
mutton is generally considered very 
poor moat, and justly so,

Aa beforo said, we should 
then need only such duty as would 
be required for revenue, and the 
manufacturers would require but a 
moderate tariff for their protection. 


The great trial of our manufactur- 


ers has been the . vacillating tariff 
system that wo have had hitherto. 
The changes in the tariff have, first 
or lust, ruined almost nil who have 
engaged in the business. We mult 
avoid violent changes, but continue 
in the direction upon which we have 
now started. 


The often repeated claim that the 


United State* should raise all the 
wools she consumsd is folly. 
Hu- 


man nature must be changed first; 
we must first have our fashion• of 


I domestic manufacture. Now Pails 
I and London make them for as and 


Oar fine woola have always been 
higher, other things being equal, 
when we wero able freely to Import 
tbe woola of oUier countries at alow 
duty, or at no duty at all, When 
the' tariff of 1857 was passed fine 
wools became virtually free, so that 
we went into full, or nearly full, 
competition with Europe. 
What 


was the effect? Wools advanced 
immediately in the markets of pro- 
duction abroad twenty-five to thirty- 
three and a half per cent, so that 
wo got them no cheaper than beforo, 
and the prices of domestic woofs ad- 
vanced. Now this was an advan- 
tage to our manufactures, as Jit en- 
hanced tho ocst to the foreign man- 
ufacturers, so that ourn could (wcll 
afford to pay tho advanced prices. 
Iloducod to gold the average prices 
of wool have been lower and er the 
tariff of 1867 than they were under 
that of 1857, and I believe that If 
wool were to bo made free to-day 
there would bo no material decline 
in tbo value of our flue American 
wools. Thus we soo that by exact- 
ing a duly which shuts ua out from 
competition in the ivorld'a markets 
wo givo our competitors tho raw ma- 
torhil enough lower bo materially 
lessen the protection afforded by the 
duty on the manufactured artcile. 


In 1870 wools declined so much in 


England that tho tariff on our goods 
no longer .protected our manufactur- 
ers, and thoy would, many of them, 
have been ruined if orders for wool 
had not gono out from this country, 
which for some kinds of wool ad- 
vanced tho price in England from 
ten and three-quarter pence, 
at 


which purchases wore made 
in 


August, to nlnteon pence, paid in 
the following April. This great ad- 
vance was not warranted, and react- 
ed severely upon some of the i m port- 
ers, but it saved tho country from a 
more severe reduction in prices than 
would otherwise have occurred by 
enhancing the cost of foreign manu- 
factures, notwithstanding the accu- 
mulated stock of foreign wool horo. 
About forty per cent, of the wool im- 
ported that year was held over. 
England then sent us goods made 
of a coarse grade of wool that we 
raised very little of, and, while tUe 
fashion lasted, it seriously reduced 
tbo value of our Qner wools, It was 
a fashion offensive to good taste and 
soon died oat, asdld several of those, 
both in Grout Britain and America, 
who undertook to cater to it. 


Thus you see that, edge your fine 


wools about by a tariff as you may, 
tho freaks of fashion will sometimes 
make a breach in your walls of pro- 
tection, 
Tbe present indications 


aro that goods, with finished face, 
will soon again bo in fashion. As 
yet wo have found almost no wools 
in this country adapted to thid.man- 
ufacture, We shall again be oblig- 
ed to import, and if tlw tariff should 
be too high to allow of that, &"&? of

ShQiikl this come, you may look 
again for a decline in the bulk of 
tho wools of this country, 


Looking to the general interests 


of wool growing in this country, I 
believe, and this from a careful 
study of the wool manufacture, its 
successes, its failure* and vicissi- 
tudes, that the lower the duties are 
upon wool, and the closer to the ab- 
solute requirements under the great- 
est application of skill jrnd energy is 
the protective duty upon tho manu- 
factures, the greater will be the suc- 
cess of these two interests. You 
and your friends will probably not 
agree with me' in these" views, but 
they are the result of fifty years' 
study and experience.

Cald-woll county, tbe county'in 


which I live, IB boated in the north- 
west division of tho St&te, and about 
60 miles east of Kansas City, and is 
bounded by Clinton, DcKalb, DAVIS, 
Livingston, Carroll and Ray coun- 
ties. It baa a mean elevation of 975 
feet above tho tides; and in 1880 
had a population of 18,655. This 
county lies upon the ;high divide U- 
twecn the Grand and Missouri riv- 
ers, and is made up of fine reaches 
of rolling prairie, interspersed with 
pretty groves and belts of woodland 
along the streams. The country is 
watered by a dozen creeks,and eotno 
springe and ponds give a good pup 
ply of water to the entire country,

alluvial of great fertility, and under' 
laid with flilioious clays, and there, is 
also plenty of groy and blue lime- 
stone, tne former being easily quar-'
